HEAVY HITTING BATTLE FROM 


VETS, SCORE SEVEN TO THREE|} 


Third Game of Past Season Series Won by Knights—Pound Two of 


Deacon White's Star Pitchers for Seventeen Hitse— 
Vets Get Heavy Setback

The Knights came back with a bang 
on Gaturday afternoon, when they de- 
feated the Vets in the third contest of 


the post @eeason series by a score of 
seven to four. The come-back was 
confined moat distinctly to the batting 
department, for in their fielding they 
made enough errors to lose two or 
three games. At the bat they pound- 
ed Cyclops Starkey out of the box In 
two Innings and secured nine hits off 
the renowned Checkeluk, who in the 
previous contest held them to three, 
The contest was one which depended 
on the ability to hit at the right time.
